1 For the ſatety of the Nation» ( under God ) if the 
fiſhing Trade be advanced by the power of the Parlia- 
ment, and Councell of State, thereby a nurſery of 
Mariners wil be maintained for the faferty of the Com- 
monwealth, and what need there is of a continuall 
breed,and ſupply of Seamen, is obvious and eafie to 
be ſeen by all men, eſpecially now in theſe times of 
Wars, which we are like to have long at Sea, unlefſe 
God bee pleaſed in mercy towards Exgland, to put a 
ſpeedy period unto it. 

And indeed if we well conſider it, the ſtock of Ma- 
riners are much decayed, ſome being killed, ſome 
drowned,and that which makes the greateſt want and 
lofle of ſuch men,js,that there is not a publick way and 
means ſet up, for the training up young men for Sea: 

vice, which is now moſt upon VV herryW ater-men, 

and they, many of them are not ſo skiltull for preſent 

decaſion (when need requires)as they that are,and will 
rrained up at Sea in he fiſhing trade, 
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2 By this meahes ſhipping will be increaſed, which 

daily diminifh,not only through the decay of oldneſſe 
and conftant uſe, but alſo ſom wracked at Sea, ſome 
taken by Pirats,and ſome ſurprized and ſtoln away, 
- 3 Ifthe States of Ezgland indeavor the increaſment 
of theſe two,that is to lay, Mariners, and Shipping, it 
will caule this materiall and viſible Seca ſtrength, to 
flouriſh for the ſafety of them and the people , 
through Gods bleſſing, and alſo it will be a means to 
promote Navigation, it being the great Engin of ſafe. 
ty, and advantage of gaining riches tor the proſperity 
of the Commonwealth | 

Having ſpoken of the ſafety of the Commonwealth, by 
Shipping, and CMAriners.. 

IL 7 come toſpeak of the advantage, the Commonwealth 
will gaiz by fiſhery. 

1 As the fleſh we breed inour land is a great inrich. 
ing, and maintenance of plenty of food in our Com- 
monwealth : ſo fiſh being catched in the Sea on our 
coaſts wil advantage,and caule a greater plenty of pro- 
viſions for the comfort of all ſorts of people in our 
Nation,but eſpecially tor our poor, and not onely foc 
them, but alſo it will be of great concernment to the 
State, when they ſhall be able to viuall their ſhips, 
and theirArmies at a great deal cheaper rate then they 
do now, for fleſh and fiſhare very dear, but if the a- 
t oreſaid care be timely taken, it will be much abated. 

Therefore it may be concluded,and we account tinat 
the advance of the fiſhing trade, will be the great key 
(byGods helpe )to open the great gate of treaſury and 
proſperity to our Nation. 

2 By this means,the generality of Trade(which now 
is decaied)will probably be again thereby Ap" 
only 
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onely inour ownNation, but alſo with forreign parts, 
with whom we make Truck, as the Hollaxders do. 

3 By this means the treaſury of the Commonwealth 
will be preſerved and increaſed, when we ſhall vent our 
fiſh at home; and ſupply otherNations abroad, but now 
we waſt-and conſume our faid treaſury, by buying of 
ſtrangers, which coſt our Englith Fiſhmongers thou- 
{ands,nay ten thouſands of pounds yecrly,and the ſaid 
fiſh is catched upon our own coaſts, to their enriching 
and ſtrengthening that take it, and our 1mpoveriſhing 
and weakning that are not countcnanced, and {ct in a 
way to do it as well as other Nations. 

4 By this means the great imploiments that arc com- 
prized in the ſeverall manutactures belonging to the 
fiſhery, whereby our ignorant poor may be ſooner in- 
ſtruced, better then in any other,and with leſſe charge 
trained up, and none of the general] manufactures of 
the Nation any wayes impeded or wronged, but ra- 
ther good to all, inall which, there: muſt be a princt- 
pal care,in the imploying the pooz,which 1s really inten- 
ded by theCorporation for the poor,to whom the care 
of the poor, in relation to poor tamilies is committed. 

Laſtly, There being likewiſe,as the State of affaires 
now ſtand between us and the Frezch,great neceſhity of 
{ctting up the manufacture of all torts of courlc imnen 
cloth, as well for the uſc of the State of E-zland to 
make Sail cloth for their ſhipping, which will be very 
beneficial, and alſo ſuch linnen will be uſetu.l tor moſt 
families in their houſes, which will be of great con- 
cernment and ſingular benefit tothe Commonwealth. 

It is bumlly concetyed that it will be requiſite Ly al means 
poſſible to aſſiſt the worke of imploying, and releruing the 
poor by affording to,and conferring upon the Corporation a- 
A 2 foreſaid 
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foreſaid, all ſuch Revenues which may properly be put in- 
to their hands, as alſo ſuch forfeitures ariſing from unlicen- 
ced Ale-houſes, Drunkenneſſe, Buudy-houſes, Swearing, 
Sabba:h-treak:ag, according tothe late Att of Parhament, 
Adultery, and the like,that all theſe may be committed to the 
care of the afcreſaid Corporationythat they may be carefull ta 
ſee theſe ferfettures gaibered 1n,or the imploymer;t aud re. 
le:fe of the poor. 

To conclude, If the Honorable Parliament and ( ouncel of 
State wil Le pleaſed to countenarice an? propagate theſe great 
conceraments remonſtrated unto them, viz. the ſevere exe- 
cution of the laws again{t ſin,the advance of putlick fiſhing, 
and the making of courſe linnen clath,thea ſhal the poor aad 
£00d people rejeyce that God bath made them ſo 1aſtrumen- 
tall for the 20ed of this poor Nation,Betides, by this means, 
8 child of nine year old to a man or woman of jeureſcore ſhall 
be alle ta get their huelhoud. 

Therefore it is humlly deſired, that the Paylament mill le 
Pleaſed to lay a greater Impoſition upon the Importation of 
the French cloath, if they ſee any neceſſity 14 1t, that there- 
Ly our own poor Weavers, who many of them want employ- 
ment, with many others, that they all may have continual 
mmployment and relief by it, and that there may not bee a 
complaint in our ſtreets and Nation for want of amployment 
as now it ts; All which is left to the wiſe and grave coxſte 
deration of this Hoxouralle Parliament and Councell of 
State,
